Students at McGill are patiently studying under 
all manner of cramped conditions while they wait 
IFor the massive building program, recently announced, 
to provide decent facilities, fn the library, however, 
the overcrowding has reached the degree which ne- 
cessitates immediate action in the direction of a so- 
lution. 

It is not unusual for a student to enter the Under- 
graduate Library with laudable ideas about studying, 
to discover that a "standing room only" sign is in 
order, and to abandon his academic endeavours for' 
that hour, afternoon or day. And we haven't yet reach- 
ed the time of year when the pressure of term papers 
and exams makes use, of these facilities essential. 

For the more acrobatic members of thé student 
body who don't mind studying with a wall for a 
backrest and using their knees as a writing' table, 
there is no problem. For those who have a great affi- 
nity for lying on the floor, there is no problem. But, 
for the ordinary student, the situation of not having 
the physical facilities in which to study, is becoiriing 
more and more real. 

This state of affairs cannot continue. More stu- 
dying space must be made available immediately, 
it would seem to us that a temporary solution would 
bé to turn Redpath Hall into a. reading room arid, if 
necessary, a system of allowing Undergraduate Li- 
brary books to be used in this place shoulc)|be ar- 
ranged. 

Redpath IHall has been used for banquets, public 
concerts and public debates. In this respect it has 
served a useful function. However, if conditions are 
such that students do not have a place to study, then 
these activities, must yield to academic pursuits. 

On the other hand, if the use of Redpath Hall 
as a reading-room is not feasible, then the University 
must provide some extra space somewhere for study 
purposes. There may be argument over the belief 
that a student body should be given proper facilities 
for extra-curricular activities, but there \s, no such dif- 
ference of opinion on the question of the University's 
responsibility to provide for the academic essentials 
of . her. students. . ' 

Clever Fellows' 

Among the various "Letters-To-The-Editor" sub- 
mitted this week was a literary gem congratulating 
McGill for its victory in upholding the affirmative of 
the "Red or Dead" debate with Harvard. It went on 
to maintain that we were paving the way for "the,, 
final victory of the U.S.S.R." and was signed by threfe 
illustrious figures T Attila, Genghis Kan, and Barba- 
rossa. 

It is unfortunate that these gentlemen could not 
take time off from their wars of conquest to acquire
